A Milan paper faysy.a finer fquadron than the French 
Venetian fhips under Vice-Admiral Brueys; arrived at 
Toulon, is not to be feen. “As a reward for the attivi- 
ty of the crews, it feems, the Directory have ordered 
them new clothing, and the payment of all their arrears.

ation of the Lords of the Admiralty, and the Sick and 
Wounded Board, will no doubt induct many young 
men to turn their thoughts to the navy, who before 
fought the army, India, and even the merchant fervice, 
in preference to the navy.

We hope there will ,bea general prohibition againft 
the importation of any kind of French goods, whether 
of wearing apparel, or wines or brandies. 

In the Royafiaboratory at Woolwich Warren, they 
are at this time’more bufily employed in cafting and re- 
fitting mortars, field-pieces, and other articles of artille- 
ry, than at any period of the prefent war. 

The great decreafe in the confumption of Oporto 
wine, in confequence of the recent heavy duties, is e-
